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Rosenwald Said It First 


Rabhi Silver Opposes 
Single Zionist Bodies 


JOHANNESBURG—(WNS)—Opposition to the formation of 
single Zionist bodies in countries outside Israel was voiced by Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver, American Zionist leader, who continued his 
criticism of Premier David Ben Gurion’s attitude toward the Zion- 
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ist Organization of America. 

At the same 
asserted that he favored the fed- 
eration of Zionist Organizations 
on the basis of actual member- 
ship and not on “shkolim buy- 
ers.” 

To demonstrate to what ex- 
tent the Israeli Government 
does not reckon with the Zion- 
ists of America, Dr. Silver point- 
out out that when Premier Da- 
yid Ben-Gurion sought to clarify 
the relationship between Israel 
and the Jews outside Israel, he 
made the statement to the 
President of the  non-Zionist 
American Jewish Committee, 
“thus demonstrating that the Is- 


rael Government was more in- 
terested in  non-Zionists than 
Zionists.” 


The result of that policy, he 
went on, made itself quickly felt 
in the State Department where 
it is “considered better to deal 
with non-Zionists who are ready 


to make compromises, rather 
than with Zionists who hold 
firmly.” Simultaneously he 
noted that, shortly before the 


proclamation of the state of Is- 
rael, the State Department se- 
cured the consent of Judge Pros- 
kauer, of the American Jewish 
Committee, and of a number of 
Zionists, “to influence the Jewish 
Agency against proclaiming Is- 
rael and esubstitute a trusteeship 
instead.Only the determined op- 
position of Zionist leadership 
vitiateq that step.” 


Referring to Ben Gurion’s as- 
ertion, during his visit to the 
U. S., that American Zionists 
did not speak for American Jew- 
ry, Dr. Silver noted: “The first 
time I heard this was from the 
president of the  anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism, 
Lessing Rosenwald, and now the 
same thing is being proclaimed 
from the rooftops by the Pre- 
mier of Israel.” 

In a previous address Dr. Sil- 
ver flayed “those trying to 
reach over the head of the World 
Zionist Movement to some anon- 
ymous masses beyond.” 

“We have a right to expe¢t,” 
he went on, “that the tolerance 
which Israel extends to Christians 
and Moslems should be extended 
also to all Jewish sections,” add- 
ing that Israel must be built as 
a united nation and not as “a 
collection of political parties.” He

Sonneborn Says Jews 
Of U.S. Resent ZOA Act 


JERUSALEM—(NJP)—A lead- 
ing figure in the Zionist Organiz- 
ation of America, Rudolph Son- 
neborn, who is a vice president 
of the body, lashed out vigorously 
against his own organization here 
when he declared that the over- 
whelming majority of American 
Jews “resent ata 
any effort” by 
the Zionist Or- 
ganization of 
America to 
influence the 
coming elec- 
tion to the 
Knesset. 

Here for the 
World Zionist : 
Congress in SONNEBORN 
Which he is expected to be a 
leading figure, Sonneborn, who is 
president of the American Finan- 
cial and Development Corpora- 
tion, sponsors of the Israel Inde- 
pendence Bond sale in the U.S., 
blamed the decline in the ZOA’s 
membership from 250,000 to 130,- 
000 in the past three years on the 
organization’s policy of identifi- 
cation with the General Zionist 
Party in Israel. 

Should Not Cede Sovereignty 

“Israel should not cede any of 
its sovereignty to the World 
Zionist Organization,” he com- 
mented. 

Declaring the Jews of America 
are doing everything possible to 
aid Israel, Sonneborn asserted 
that this is “not based on the de- 
sire to influence any political or 
economic system.” 

“They want Israel to develop 
as a free democratic state,” he 
continued. 

“They resent any effort from 
America to influence the outcome 
of political elections in Israel. 
They also resent efforts on the 
part of individuals or groups in 
Israel to entangle American 
groups in political controversies 
in this country.” 






Sign of Own Weakness 

Expressing his belief that “any 
failure of the Zionist movement 
in America is “not the result of 
unfriendliness or non-cooperation 
from the State of Israel,” Sonne- 
born declared that this “is merely 
a sign of the weakness of the 
movement itself.” 

“The Zionist Organization can 
gain strength only from within 
itself,” he continued. “It cannot 
be strengthened by the fact of 
the State. It is my opinion that 
those who criticize Israel for the 
weakness of the Zionist move- 
ment are merely diverting atten- 
tion from their own inadequa- 
cies,”

Hadassah opposes the party 
system of Zionists in the dias- 
pora, but sees no possibility of 
its abolition at.the forthcoming 
Congress. 
4 Hadassah will support the de- 
mand for granting legal stat- 
us to the Jewish Agency for Pal- 
estine as formalizing a situation 
that already exists. 
5 Hadassah will fight for the 
abolition of the shekel  sys- 
tem. 
a Hadassah will join the fight 
of the general Zionists against 
double representation of Israeli 
Zionists. 
Hadassah as a liberal group is 
ideologically closer to the Pro- 
gressives. 

Describing Hadassah members 
as “general Zionists who are con- 
cerned with the good of the whole 
State,” Mrs. Halprin declared that 
her organization sought to pre- 
vent the split in the General 
Zionist party in Israel from being 
extended to the diaspora. She was 
referring to the vote of the Zion- 
istist Organization of America at 
its recent convention to support 
the General Zionist party as op- 
posed to its splinter group, the 
Progressive party. 

She said, however, .that the 
presence of two General Zionist 
parties in Israel “is natural” for 
the citizens are confronted with 
issues and daily problems which 
necessitate political action, and in 
this case, different approaches— 
hence they need more than one 
political outlet. 

Closer To Progressives

Diary of Indian Fighter 
Found in Charleston, W. Va. 


CINCINNATI—Discovery of a diary kept during one of 
the most exciting Indian fights in American history by Sig- 
mund Shlesinger, a young Jewish scout from Cleveland, was 
announced by Dr. Jacob R. Marcus, director of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Archives of the Hebrew Union College-Jewish 
Institute of Religion. 

The diary, an important historical find, was located in 
Charleston, W. Va., at the home of Mrs. Max Frankenberger, 
a distant relative of the Jewish scout. 

Scrawled during the Battle of Beecher Island, the diary 
adds new light to the role played by Shlesinger, “the little 
Jew,” immortalized by historians, who, as one of a band of 
fifty mounted scouts held off about a thousand Cheyenne and 
Sioux warriors for nine days during September, 1868. 

A lad of nineteen among a group of Civil War veterans, 
Shlesinger wrote of the fury of the attack, the lack of 
“srubb,” of killing and eating a coyote and of the point during 
the battle when he scalpt 3 Indians which were (sic) found 
about 15 feet from my hole concealed in Grass.” 

The encounter took place on a sandy island in the Arick- 
aree River, south of Wray, Col. It was here that Roman 
Nose, the great war chief of the Cheyennes, was killed in his 
attempt to destroy the scouts who had come in search of 
Indians pillaging eastern Kansas.

The Hadassah delegation, 
which represents the largest and 
only American Zionist organizas 
tion to have kept ‘its membership 
level on an even keel since the 
establishment of the Jewish 
State, will support the demand 
that the government of Israel 
grant a legal status to the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine. 

Pointing out tha* certain areas 
of fund-raising, immigration and 
colonization are already handled 
exclusively by the Agency, Mrs. 
Halprin explained that de jure 


recognition would “formalize 
what does exist.” 
The women Zionists will call 


for the elimination of both the 
shekel as an instrumentality for 
the election of delegates to the 
Congress and the tradition of al- 
lowing Israeli Zionists double 
representation. 

Mrs. Halprin declared that “a 
formula should be worked out 
whereby membership would be 
the main basis of representa- 
tion,” adding that it isn’t fair 
that the prerogative of partici- 
pating in a Congress election 
should be given to persons who 
have not bothered to affiliate 
themselves with Zionist activity,

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oN o Difference in Oriental, European Jew Says Factory Head 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa—A man who 
should know and who has no private axe to grind, 
has made the statement that there is no appreciable 
difference between the Rumanian Jew and the Yem- 
enite Jew, the Czechoslovakian and the Iraqui Jew. 

He is Claude M. Swinney, a U. S. industrialist 
who is operating the General Shoe Company’s mil- 
lion dollar shoe faciory in Israel. 

Here on a visit, Swinney told The Zionist Record 
that “We've exploded the theory about the Oriental 
Jew being backward.” 


Explaining the difficulties he and his co-workers 
met in recruiting competent workers, Swinney said 
that almost none of the present employees had ever 
worked in a factory. 

“We had to teach them not only how to make 
shoes, but also industrial routine—to come to work 
on time, to sit at the machine all day, to keep that 
machine clean. We break down the making of a 


pair of shoes into 250 operations and we had no 
common tongue in which to communicate. 

“The people we hired came from 31 countries. 
They spoke 18 different languages, so that all our 
instruction had to be done through demonstration. 
And you want to know something?” Mr. Swinney 
smiled, “we’ve exploded that theory about the 
Oriental being backward. 


“In our experiences we've found that the Ru- 
manian and Yemenite, the Czechoslovakian and 
Iraqui, exposed to the same industrial conditions 
and the same sort of treatment responded in exactly 
the same way. Yes, sir, we’ve knocked that theory 
into a cocked hat.” 


The large modern building the firm now occupies 
was completed in July, 1950. The new corporation 
started with a staff of forty which has gradually 
grown to its present 250 and some of those early 
trainees are now well on the way to assume the 


responsibility of supervisors,” Swinney said. 

Swinney who is from Georgia, who said he hoped 
that the business idea we have introduced in Israel 
will appeal to other foreign investors, stressed the 
fact that the Jerusalem Shoe Corporation was 
“strictly a free enterprise proposition. We've had 
no government nor Histedrut interference whatso- 
ever. It was merely a question of making the neces- 
Sary arrangements with the Government before- 
hand.” 

Like other Americans, Jews and non-Jews 
alike, it was the native children of Israel that at- 
tracted him most. The children growing up in 
Israel ought to make every Zionist feel proud, Mr. 
Swinney declared. 

“We lived near a school and saw 600 of them 
come and go every day. They are a head taller than 
their parents. The next generation will see an ex: ° 
traordinary change between parents and children 
there.”

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WOMEN’S VIEWPOINT samaNIRE 
WHAT WAS THIS EUROPEAN PAST 
WE HOLD UP AS AN EXAMPLE? 


By HELEN COHEN 
IN what is supposed to be an impartial appraisal of the extremist 

Natura Karta group in Israel, Charles Raddock, in the July 
Jewish Forum presents, what seems to me a thinly-veiled propa- 
ganda piece in behalf of this ultra-Orthodox body, which has been 
disowned even by the authoritative Orthodox groups in Israel. I 
would like to take issue with three of his arguments, which are 
credited to one of their spokesman. He writes: 

“Did he not think,’ I asked my N. K. interviewer, ‘that the 
sabra is by far a healthier, more normal Jewish tyne than the 
plack-hatted yeshivah bahur who consumes his 
youthful energy swaying over the ancient Tal- 
mud?’ He could not see my point. ‘The sabra,’ 
my complainant admitted, ‘may even speak a 
more literate Hebrew . . . but what is left of the 
former’s Jewishness portends ultimate ideal- 
ogical decomposition for Israel.’ ” 

Impressive statement. But if this attitude 
had prevailed, Judaism would have been doomed 
to live forever in the past. It is inconceivable 
that a State could have come into existence and arid desert land 
been made habitable with a nation of yeshivah bahurs, without 
young people willing to labor and to fight. Is that what we wanted 
—to Jive in the past? And for how long would Judaism have sur- 
vived on that basis?

¢*PEAKING in favor of a theocracy which would enforce Sab- 
h/ bath observance, N. K. says it would not in any way retard 

- national progress. In the ghettoes of Europe, he pointed out, 
“.. mundane activity ceased on Sabbath days and other Jewish 
holidays . . . and Jews were none the worse off for the tempor- 
ary cessation of transportation activities and of other essential 
public services which are the sinews of a thriving community.” 

Convincing parallel? 

He obviously plays down two factors. 

One, being a small segment of a non-Jewish community is 
not the same as being a sovereign state. And second, those were 
different times, with slower pace, no such thing as electricity, and 
the communities were small and compact. 

In the June 29 Reconstructionist, the assistant editor of the 
South African Jewish Times, Edgar Bernstein, reports on his visit 
to Israel. Interviewing Moshe Shapiro, Minister of Immigration, he 
asked about public transport. 

Shapiro replied: “Will it hurt a Jew not to take a bus on 
Shabbat?” 

“How do you reconcile such an attitude with the needs of a 
modern state?” I countered. “Where else in the world is there a 
state which doesn’t maintain its essential services, even on the 
day of rest?” 

“We have provision for essential services, “Shapiro replied, 
“For instance, the supply of electric power is maintained on the 
‘Shabbat.” 

“Then you don’t regard transport as an essential service?” 

“Not on Shabbat.” 

The third stand of the N. K. which I want to challenge is its 
preoccupation with the past. Everything in the past was better. 
They even wish they were back in their “native muddy Polish, 
Austrian or Hungarian villages, now off the ways. Impoverished 
and persecuted, they somehow managed to live their daily lives by 
the traditions of Moses and Israel. ... They successfully established 
synagogues, rabbinical academies and other institutions of sacred 
learning and worship.” ; 

Always this yearning for the past. Perhaps our readers would 
hke a picture of what some of that past looks like from the pen of 
one who was there. Of course this portrait is a bit further back— 
in the 18th eentury, and we should expect improvements to have 
taken place since then. But if President Chaim Weizman’s ae- 
count of his own education is typical, the improvements weren't 
too extensive. . 

Solomon Maimon, 1751-1800, a great (even by today’s stand- 
ards) philosopher, wrote a candid and delightful autobiography, 
(after the long dry philosophical discourses were edited out by 
Schocken Books), which reveals him as a first rate satirist. He 
recounts his experience in school: 

“My brother Joseph and I were sent to Mir to school. My 
brother about twelve, was put to board with a schoolmaster of 
Some repute, Yossel by name. This man was the terror of all young 
people, the scourge of God. He treated his charges with incredible

$150,000,000 as a grant from the US. Of 
course this could have been a _ diplomatic 
maneuver, but if so it served to confuse the 
Jewish public. 

Whether, a stronger public relations program 
would have been more effective is a mooted 
question. 

But there is no doubt but that the U.S. Jew- 
ish public has been misled, not deliberately of 
course, by the American Zionist Council in 
whose hands the effort was placed. 

When the amount of the grant-in-aid became 
reliably known, that figure should have been 
made public at least to the Jewish community. 

It may have been that no reaction would 
have been forthcoming and that Jewish public 
opinion would have accepted the sharp cut 
complacently. 

But it may have been too that an aroused 
Jewish community might have devised a new 
program which might have won the day. 

To The Post there is no question but that 
in view of the billions being spent by the 
U.S, to insure the preservation of democracy 
in many parts of the world where the word 
democracy is just that, only a word, Israel 
should have been granted the full $150,000,000. 


WARDING of only $23,500,000 of a re- 
A quested $150,000,000 grant-in-aid by the 
U.S. Government to Israel will come as a bit- 
ter disappointment to U.S. Jewry. 

The Jewish community had learned through 
press reports that the State Department, in 
order to thwart the efforts of Zionists, had 
worked out a scheme of lumping all aid to the 
Near Eastern countries into one lump, but no 
inkling that the amount would be so small 
leaked out. 

The Zionist leadership which has been press- 
ing for the $150,000,000, for reasons best known 
to itself kept from the Jewish public the fact 
that the projected $150,000,000 request would 
be cut so sharply. 

In Atlantic City at the recent convention of 
the Zionist Organization of America, I. L. 
Kenen, who spearheaded the effort behind the 
loan, indicated in a committee meeting that the 
grant would be somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $35,000,000. The Post refrained from 
making this news public in the understanding 
that this was a confidential report. 

In computing how the needs of Israel for 
the next three years would be met, Premier 
David Ben-Gurion had included the sum of

Still it serves no purpose to gloss over the 
failure of U. S. Jewish college youth to re- 
spond. 

The three Jewish college students, together 
with one Methodist college student, a dietitian 
and Mr. and Mrs. Erwin Stark of New York, 
who are Jewish and in charge of the group, 
@re now in their thirk week of working with 
Negroes building houses on a Negro housing 
project. They are housed in a Negro Women’s 
Club in Indianapolis. There is no financial com- 


The spiritual rewards to the individuals in 
the group cannot be computed. But it must be 
obvious that theirs is a most exhilarating ex- 
perience. 

The Jewish college youth in the U. S., who 
are now sunning themselves on beaches or are 
luxuriously ensconsced in some mountain re- 
sort, have little to be proud of. The three who 
have volunteered are testimony to the disgrace’ 
of the large body of American Jewish college 
students. 

It was not to be expected that even more 
than a tiniest fraction of Jewish college youth 
would respond to a pioneering call of this 
kind. 

But only three out of 200,000 is almost no 
per cent at all. 


Political Maturing of U.S. Jews Towards Israel 


Sew interpretation of the considerable 
moral victory of the Alkow-Lipsky-Sonne-. 
born group at the recent convention of the 
Zionist Organization of America may be sub- 
ject to many analyses of different kinds, but 
clearly the sizeable support the group was able 
to enlist indicates a growing political maturity 
ot the U.S. Jewry as a whole and U.S. Zionists™ 
in particular toward Israel.

one of personalities in U.S, Zionism. It was 
translated into a battle between Louis Lipsky 
and his cohorts and Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. 

But at Atlantic City the fight was on a dif- 
ferent basis. As should have been ideas were 
pitted against one another. 

That the delegates understood the issue and 
rallied to the support of one view or the other 
is testimony to the growing understanding by 
the American Jew of political and other devel- 
opments in Israel. 


Why These Continued Demands For Unification? 


EST we be termed uncharitable, we will 
not characterize the continued pro- 
nouncements by the General Zionists of the 
diaspora calling for unification of the General 
Zionist Party in Israel with the Progressive 
Party there as political propaganda for dias- 


The facts are that the two groups are far- 
ther apart than the Mapai and the Mapam, 
and the bitterness between the two is such 
that no political strategist would attempt to 
bring them together. 

It serves no purpose then as far as we can 


discern to continue calling for the unification 
of the two General Zionist parties in Israel. 

If their divisiveness were a matter of con- 
flicting personalities, that would be one thing, 
but as long as there are deep, underlying dif- 
ferences in political, economic and Social out- 
look of the two groups, only confusion would 
result, instead of clarification were the two 
to be brought together by some chance circum- 
stance,

I note in The Jerusalem Post 
that the 17 Reform Rabbis 
now touring Israel were received 
by Rabbi J. L. Maimon, Minister 
of Religions. The paper does not 
elaborate on the meeting, and 
only the bare announcement is 
made, :

Did Rabbi Maimon give the 
rabbis any more satisfaction than 
when Rabbi Philip Bernstein 
(president of the Reform Cen- 
tral Conference of American 
Rabbis) and a group of seven 
other rabbis including Rabbi Max 
Davidson (president of the Con- 
servative Rabbinical Assembly of 
America) got no_ Satisfaction 
from a meeting with him in New 
York in March of this year. 


The Post carried the only re- 
port printed anywhere of ‘hat 
meeting. 

We now have a copy of the 
memorandum presented to Rabbi 
Maimon in New York, and I am 
reprinting it in full. The attitude 
of these two important wings of 
Judaism in the U. S. towards re- 
ligion in Israel deserves to be 
recorded especially since their 
stand is couched in dignified, dip- 
lomatic language.

TO: RABBI JUDAH MAIMON, 
MINISTER OF RELIGIONS 
OF THE STATE OF ISRAEL: 


On behalf of ‘he Conservative 
an! Reform rabbinate of Amer- 
ica, we greet you. Our greetings 
are extended to you personally 
as a distinguished leader in Is- 
rael; in the larger sense we sa- 
lute you as an official representa- 
tive of the State of Israel. 

Our rabbis and their congre- 
gations take pride in the glori- 
ous achievements of the State 
of Israel. We also take satisfac- 
tion from the help that we have 
been privileged to give. The 
names of such illustrious Ameri- 
can rabbis as Stephen S. Wise, 
Abba Hillel Silver, James Hel- 
ler, Israel Goldstein, Solomon 
Goldman, Milton Steinberg will 
be forever associated with vic- 
torious Zionism. Through the 
years, hundreds of their col- 
leagues in the Conservative and 
Reform rabbinate as well as the 
overwhelming majority of their 
lay followers have likewise de- 
voted themselves to the unbuild- 
ing of the Jewish common- 
wealth. For them we pledge our 
our continued affection, devotion 
and support. 

Precis ely because we are so 
profoundly concerned over the 
welfare of Israel, We consider 
it our duty to address you con- 
cerning a problem that is grave- 
ly disturbing American Jewry. 
We do this, we trust, in the spir- 
it of sympathetic understanding; 
we have no desire to intervene 
in the internal affairs of the 
State. Furthermore, we _ believe 
that religion in Israel] must ex- 
press the will of the people of 
Israel. 

Just because we believe that 
laws inherited from the Turkish 
and British regimes do not per- 
mit all the people of Israel to 

exercise free choice in matters 
of religion, we make these repre- 
sentations to you .It is known 
that the Ministry of Religions 
under your direction has been 
scrupulously fair to the Chris- 
tian and‘the Moslem faiths. This 
is as it should be. However, 
there has not been equal consid- 
eration for the religious views 
and practices of non-Orthodox 
Jews, We know that there has 
been no interference with their 
right to worship. But we are 
also aware that they do not en- 


joy equal rights in the vital 


matters of marriage and qm 
vorce. With one special excep 
tion, non-Orthodox rabbis do not 
enjoy status as rabbis in the 
sight of the present Officially 
recognized rabbinical authorities 
in Israel. 

This constitutes discrimination 
against Conservative and Reform 
Judaism. Such _ discrimination 
is inconsistent with the bg 
sic democratic outlook of Juda. 
ism. The Torah portion of this 
past Sabbath prescribes that the 
offerings for the Mishkan shouig 
be given with a willing heart, 
There may be difference of opin. 
ion among Jews, but religious 
beliefS and observances cannnot 
be coerced. 

Such discrimination is incon. 
sistent with the democratic de 
velopment and objectives of the 
new State .To deny equality of 
rights to non-Orthodox Jews ig 
to attempt to turn back the 
clock of history. The modern 
forms of Judaism which we rep. 
resent are the product of a cen. 
tury of adaptation to changing 
conditions in the modern world, 
These developments affecting a 
large segment of Jewry cannn 
be erased by fiat. : 

The failure to grant equal 
rights in Israel to non-Orthodox 
Jews is a source of offense to 
Conservative and Reform Juda- 
ism throughout the world. It 
tends to create irritations and 
even antagonism which are in- 
jurious to healthy relations be. 
tween Israel and the Diaspora. 
It places weapons of attack in 
the hands of the enemies of Is 
rael. Not only the democratic 
outlook of Judaism and the Jew. 
ish people, but also practical con- 
siderations call for the elimina- 
tion of this injustice. 

Therefore, the undersigned 
Presidents. respectively of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of Ameri- 
ca and the Central Conferente 
of American Rabbis, the larg- 
est rabbinic bodies in the world, 
respectively but firmly request 
that you employ your good offi- 
ces aS Minister of Religions to 
bring about the granting of 
equal rights to non-Orthodox 
rabbis and early action which 
will fix such equal rights into 
the law of the land.

O™ OF my brief essays in this corner several months ago 
drew a number of vigorous and vehement replies, some of 
which were printed in The Post’s letter-box.

My cold-blooded allusion to the Korean War, 
in which more than 10,00 Americans has lost 
their lives, drew the wrath of some. A rabbi 
was upset that irresponsible war-mongering of this type was pub. 
lished in The Post, and read by his Sunday School pupils. All hig 
nice little pupils should have been packed off to summer camp by 
this time, so perhaps it may not be amiss to reopen the discussion 
for adults. 

There is a genuine issue here, one on which lovers of peace 
can have honest disagreement. Nothing is to be gained by calling 
for suppression of a point of view with which one may happen 
to disagree.

When a chick is hatched out of its egg, the egg shell remains. 

The lizard will grow a new tail, but the tail cannot grow a new 
jizard. The chick, when it grows up, will lay a’ new egg. The 
egg-shell will not produce a new chick. 

The claimants for status and charter and 
special privileges in Israel for the World Zionist 
Organization may be divided into two cate- 
ories: those who are centered around the Silver 
camp argue on the proposition that the tail can 
grow a new lizard; those in the Goldmann camp, 
or others connected with the Jewish Agency, 
seek to fill the egg-shell with white and yellow 
cottonwool,. paste it together and pretend it is 
the same old egg. : 

Sometimes the lines get mixed. Thus, when FRANK 
gmanuel Neumann, in the Zionist Quarterly, advocates a merger 
of the World Zionist Organization with the World Jewish Con- 
gress and the World Alliance for Hebrew Culture, he is proposing 
a perfect combination for the shell, the white cottonwool and the 
yellow cottonwool to make it look like a live egg.

ied political and organizational mechanics of the proposed pro- 
jects. The Zionist movement still has plenty of vitality left in it, 
plenty of a tradition of devotion to Israel, to lend itself to con- 
yersion to new fuctions in acordance with the new state of affairs. 
Kk may be a good idea to. merge the World Zionist Organization 
with the World Jewish Congress and take in the Hebrew Alliance 
as a minor-minor partner—though, I suspect, there is going to 
be a difference of opinion between the WZO and the WJC as to 
who should absorb whom. But the main question is one of real 
functions, not of mechanics. On that, ali that both camps have to 
offer are glittering generalities, with no program of action to 
implement even the glimmerings of a program they propose. And 
90 long as that is the approach, it js still the story of the lizard 
and the egg. 

Silver, and Neumann have certain ideas about Israe] which 
have a good deal of wholesome truth in them. But they go about 
implementing them in about the same way as when they fought 
the political battle for the Jewish State on the American scene. 
They try to use the General Zionist Party in Israel as a means 
for pressuring Ben-Gurion, just as they used the Republican party 
in America aS a means of pressuring the Democratic administra- 
tion. 
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Silver hailed Ben-Gurion’s message to the last ZOA Conven- 
tion as “a complete and welcome reversal” of policy just as, sev- 
eral years earlier, he welcomed Roosevelt’s message to the ZOA 
Convention in Atlantic City conveyed by Senator Bob Wagner. 
Later, he still had to fight Roosevelt's unwillingness to grant offi- 
cial status to the Zionists. Ditto with B.G. Silver’s message to 
Dewey on the eve of the elections in 1948 was a glaring example 
ot carrying that pressure too far. In the case of Israel, Silver and 
Neumann started out by going too far. 
But the situation is so obviously different that the same trick 
just won't work. It may or may not have some limited success— 
or apparent success—of a temporary nature. But, whether it 
succeeds or it does not, the basic problems are different and the 
similarity of approach can hardly imspire confidence in the re- 
sourcefulness or in the usefulmess of the present policy. 
. 

F COURSE, Israel has made mistakes. Its government has 

blundered badly in the matter of private investments from 
America. But the way to promote private investments is to pro- 
mote private investment, and fight out each issue with the Gov- 
ernment as the work progresses. What the ZOA is doing is to 
wy to change the Government in Israel before starting on private 
investments. What they will do if and when they have the new 
Government under their thumbs is still a mystery. But in the 
meantime they turned the Convention into a competition with 
Derothy Thompson. That’s what happens when you run away 
with factionalism, 
Of course, the ZOA has a legal and constitutional right to 
vote itself into an affiliation with the General Zionists in Israel. 
But what good will it do? 
The argument advanced is that the Labor Zionists in America 
wwe afMiated with Mapai, The Labor Zionists is a small sectarian 
group. The ZOA, until mow, has been a mass movement. The 
more they attach themselves to a political party in Israel, the 
more they will lose their character as a mass movement and the 
more they will turn themselves into a sect. Signs of it are already 













evident. H at least, they gained in quality what they are losing in 
qvantity, it would not be so bad.

It called on the labor Zionists 
to conduct an aggressive “educa- 
tion campaign to reveal the true 
ideology of General Zionism and 
the dangerous course which it has 
chosen in its overeagerness for 
power.” 


Defeat of Jewish _— 


Suffered in Decision 


NEW YORK—The position of 
the Jewish group in opposition 
to release time program whereby 
children are excused from school 
once a week to secure an hour’s 
religious instruction suffered a 
severe defeat here this week. 

The State Court of Appeals, in 
a 6 to 1 decision, upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the New York 
kaw under which the released- 
time program operates. 

The majority opinion held that 
*“sovernment aid to and encour- 
agement of, religions generally 
as distinguished from establish- 
ment or support of separate 
sects, has never been considered 
«offensive to the American consti- 
tutional system.” 


The court’s decision denied an 
appeal by Tessim Zorach, a Pro- 
testant, and Mrs. Esta Gluck, 
who is Jewish, who contended 
that the practice of releasing 
children was unconstitutional 
under the 1948 decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

The 1948 decision was the fa- 
mous Vashti McCollum Case in

$500,000 Memorial 


To Rise In New York 

NEW YORK (NJP)—An im- 
pressive memorial with an 380- 
foot towering pylon to the 
6,000,000 martyred Jews of 
Europe, will soon rise on Riv- 
erside Drive here, it was de- 
cided at a meeting of the city 
Art Commission. 


A Hebrew inscription on the 
memorial, which will cost 
$500,000, was vetoed by the 
Park Department. 


The proposed site of the mon- 
ument is Riverside Park near 
Riverside Dr., between 83rd 
and 84th sts. The memorial 
will be 102 feet wide and 62 feet 
long. Its dominating theme will 
be the Ten Commandments in 
English. 

The Art Commission had 
temporarily opposed the erec- 
tion of the memorial by a 3 to 3 
vote on July 9.

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Jewish Chronicle Merged 
With News in Detroit 


DETROIT—The 36-year-old De- 
troit Jewish Chronicle suspended 
publication with its issue of July 
13. 

Beginning this week The 
Chronicle will be merged with 
The Jewish News, which will 
henceforth be the only Anglo- 
Jewish weekly in the motor city. 

A joint statement by the pub- 
lishers of: both papers states that 
the merger was taken “in the 
best interest of our community.” 

In a front-page editorial Sey- 
mour Tilchin, publisher of The 
Jewish Chronicle, stated that the 
sale of the Chronicle was for 
purely personal reasons. He said 
the paper has fought for more 
democracy in the Jewish com- 
munity, and that the fight was 
not in vain. 

‘“Detroit’s Jewish community 
is well organized as far as fund- 
raising is concerned. But it lacks 
the spirit of cohesiveness and the 
impetus of spiritual and cultural 
life that springs from the wells 
of Jewish knowledge and enthu- 
siasm.” 

Tilchin expressed confidence in 
Philip Slomovitz, publisher of 
The Jewish News and one-time 
editor of The Chronicle, to con- 
tinue the fight “for a Jewish 
communal setup which will give 
Detroi‘’s Jews an opportunity to 
take an active part in their af- 
fairs.”
